The recent announcement that the national revenues of (?anada for the 
first ten months of the current year showed an increase of more than $66,- j mills 
000,000 over the same period a year ago, coupled with the assertion that 
each months balance sheet brings the possibility of a balanced budget 
nearer is undoubtedly cause for gratification, in Ottawa at least. 

The same announcement also reported a decrease of nearly $12,000,000 
in expenditures for the same period; in other words a net gain to the budget 
of approximately $78 000,000 and when revenues and expenditures were off¬ 
set one against the other, a surplus of $23,000,000 was shown, which, it 
was stated, may be wiped out by special heavy expenditures for relief and 
the C.N.R. deficit when the fiscal year ends on March 31.

Factories Oat Of Cities 

A heading in The St Thomas 
Times-Journal "Recalls When Five 
Mills at Tillsonburg Swept OfT in the 
Great Storm of 1882. 

Tillsonburg is a small Ontario 
town of 3,385 population to-day. 
could not have been very large back 
in 1882. But it had five mills. And 
at that, Tillsonburg was then prob¬ 
ably very little different from other 
small towns along the rivers of On¬ 
tario. The reason for such towns 
was largely because of the mills 
which had sprung up, with a market 
place somewhere not far away. 
There would, of course, be a flour 
mill and grist mill. No doubt there 
was a cheese factory and a sawmill. 
And a planing mill and wood-work-1 
ing factory was a necessity to sup¬ 
ply the town and district with lum¬ 
ber sawn from timber the farmers 
brought in from the bush, which still 
occupied probably half the land. 
Probably, too, there was a small 
furniture factory. A good many On¬ 
tario towns had their start with such 
these. Some of them haye 
held their own.. Others have been 
caught in the transportation net and] 
have lost half their population be¬ 
cause the automobile is carrying 
trade to the larger cities of the prov¬ 
inces. 

It was the diversity of industry 
which started many of the small 
towns in the early days and kept 
them alive. Living was cheap, wages] 
were low, and nobody ever heard of

To Be Built From Turner Valley OH 
Field To Calgary 

Construction of a six-inch pipeline 
from the Turner Valley oil field to] 
Calgary, a distance of 45 miles, will 
be started immediately by the Royal- 
ite Oil Company, a subsidiary of Im¬ 
perial Oil, it was learned. 

W. S. Campbell, president of the 
Alberta Petroleum Producers’ As¬ 
sociation, advised officials of the 
sociation by telegram from Ottawa 
of Royalite’s decision to construct 
the new line. 

The pipeline’, it was reported, 
would increase facilities for trans¬ 
porting crude oil from the field to 
Calgary to 24,000 barrels daily. The 
total potential of the 35 producing 
wells in Turner Valley is estimated 
at 26,000 barrels daily. 

The present pipeline, a four-inch 
one, also operated by Royalite, has a| 
daily capacity of 13,000 barrels. 

Mr. Campbell also advised associa¬ 
tion officials the Royalite company 
had agreed to transport through its 
pipelines the oil produced by all com¬ 
panies, but that only the amount of 
oil allowed under the 42 per cent, 
pro-ration schedule will be handled.

A surplus of revenue over expenditure is usually regarded as a hall 
mark of prosperity and the showing made by the Federal finances during] 
the current fiscal year to date will undoubtedly be considered a symbol of 
financial -recovery for the country as a whole. 

Two Methods Of Approach 

In governmental administration there are two roads which lead towards 
the goal of equilibrium between income and outgo. One of these is 
path of reduced expenditures; the other, and sometimes the more easy 
is the broad road of greater revenues. The former is the real test of 
efficiency, so long as it 4s not carried beyond the point which would cause 
rejection, if the “penny wise, pound foolish” test were applied to it. 

On the other hand governments are wont to congratulate themselves 
when the money tinkles in the cash register in increasing volume on the] 
ground that it is a sign of increasing prosperity and prosperity, of course, 
they say, is due to the policies of the administration that happens to be in 1 
office at the time, which may or- may not be true, or which may be only 
true in part. 

Only One Source 

It has been pointed out time and again, but the fact is often overlooked, 
that there is only one source of governmental revenue—taxation in some 
form or another. The money must come out of the pockets of the people 
ultimately, directly or indirectly. If money is flowing more freely into 
governmental coffers it is only because people are paying more taxes than 
before. It may be in the form of an increase in rates or a decrease in 
exemption of direct levies or it may be in the form of increased rates on 
indirect tariffs and charges on goods and services, or it may represent 
merely a larger volume of turnover of goods and services without any in¬ 
crease of taxation charges against them. It may be a combination of any! 
two or more of these. 

If analysis, where analysis is possible, shows that revenues represented 
by indirect taxation on commodities and services are increasing, due solely 
to a rising turnover in volume of business without changes in rate struc¬ 
ture, then it can only be attributable to increased prosperity. If, on the 
other hand, increased revenues are not the Concomitant of increased volume 
of business, but caused solely by increased prices of commodities, again] 
without any change fn rate structures, the .figures may be a myth 
barometer of prosperity. In fact, they might be an index of the reverse, 
if it means that the taxpayers are contributing more towards the cost of 
government for the same amount of goods and services without a corre¬ 
sponding increase in the taxpayer’s income to meet the additional charge. 

An Element Of Guess 

Unfortunately for the average taxpayer it is very difficult, if not im¬ 
possible, for, him to ascertain with any degree of accuracy what he is con¬ 
tributing towards the cost of government when it comes to indirect taxa¬ 
tion. So far as he is concerned it i3 truly “hidden" taxation. Authorities 
may quote figures, and they frequently do, in an endeavor to enlighten him, 
but as these authorities invariably differ and their figures are at least par¬ 
tially based on estimates, the result is usually befuddlement. 

Sometimes one is almost tempted to believe that it would be better 
for the taxpayer if all taxation were confined to the field of direct levies. 
It would certainly make the taxpayer tax-conscious if he knew exactly 
what he is contributing towards the cost of government.

Platinum In Alaska 

Production Last Year Was Valued 
At Nearly $242,000 

Eleven years ago platinum was 
discovered at Goodnews Bay, off 
Bering Sea, by Charles Thorsen, a 
“sourdough” prospector. The work¬ 
ing of deposits along certain streams] 
by modem dragline excavators com¬ 
menced in 1934, and by last summe’ 
operations had so increased as tc 
merit the description of a rush. A 
bucket dredge was installed and is 
now in operation. Over 5,600 ounces 
of platinum, valued' at nearly $242, 
000, were produced last year by the] 
new district, and indications are that] 
this year production will be 
larger. Annual world production 
rarely exceeds 300,000 ounces. 

Dr. J. B. Mertie Jr., of the Geo¬ 
logical Survey, found that the prob¬ 
able source of the Alaskan platinum] 
is an elongated ridge, seven miles by 
two, called Red Mountain. The 
platinum placers lie in an area which 
was not in the path of large Ice Age 
glaciers advancing from the moun¬ 
tain region northeast of Goodnews I 
Bay, and the deposits thus escaped! 
being gouged out and carried away. 

A new note in Science says that 
the deposits resemble geologically 
the rich placers of the Ural Moun¬ 
tains. Like the Russian deposits, the 
source rock contains insufficient 
platinuin for profitable working, but 
the stream beds, where platinum 
freed from the source rock through 
millions of years of erosion has col¬ 
lected, can be dredged for the metal] 
profitably. This year, unless 
ponds freeze up too soon, the Diesel- 
powered dredge will scrape up nearly 
20,000 ounces of platinum metals 
from the bed of Platinum Creek.- 
New York Sun.

Early Sheep Shearing 

Ranchers In Arizona Found It 
Increased Wool Clip 
Sheep ranchers in the Yuma Val¬ 
ley of Arizona have learned they can 
increase their wool clip by shearing 
in November, instead of in January 
■ February, as has been customary. 
The innovation resulted from the 
discovery of one stockman, who did 
his clipping early last year, that he 
averaged about two pounds more to 
each sheep. He also caught 
earlier, higher market and got a bet¬ 
ter price for his wool. The sheep 
said to suffer no ill effects from 
earlier shearing. This year's total 
clip in the Yuma and Blythe (Cali¬ 
fornia) districts was almost 100,000 
pounds more than normal. There are 
about 42,000 head of sheep kept on 
farms in this

Declaration That Union Jack Is Flag 
Of Canada 

Ottawa. - — Described by Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King as the first 
official declaration that the Union 
Jack was the flag of Canada a com¬ 
munication from Colonial Secretary 
L. Harcourt, dat'd April 12, 1911, 
was tabled in the House of Commons. 

Mr. Harcourt wrote the then gov¬ 
ernor-general of Canada asking him 
to advise J. Stedman, school teacher 
of Ebenezer, Sask., that "the Union 
Jack is the national flag of Canada 
as of all other parts of His Majesty’s 
dominions.” Mr. Stedman had writ¬ 
ten the secretary to the king asking 
him what flag should be flown in 
Canada as the national flag.

'Y'HIS IS the in-between season when general activity is at 
a low ebb. Making a casual survey of the town on Tues¬ 
day morning, in the course of drumming up business, one 
couldn’t help comparing the quietness of the town to being 
about one degree above the graveyard. 

'J'HESE QUIET periods which all towns and cities experi¬ 
ence can be turned to good account by enterprising peo¬ 
ple. There are always avenues for thought whereby public 
interest might be aroused, but too many allow themselves to 
drop off to sleep rather than bestir themselves in stimulating 
interest during dull periods. It is amusing the reasons some 
stores give why they do not acquaint the people with what 
they have to offer. In the meantime the people are poring 
over illustrations in catalogues and figuring how they are go. 
ing to spend the money from the next pay-check. It is 
quite natural, because the catalogue is so iuteresting to wo¬ 
men, with its descriptive material and pictures visualizing 
the goods offered for sale. Many a small town merchant 
could with profit to himself follow the example of the mail¬ 
order house. Of course, it requires planning a considerable 
time ahead. Nothing worth-while is achieved without sys¬ 
tematic planning- Scribbling off a few specials on a piece 
of wrapping paper, and expecting an avalanche of business to 
follow, results in disappointment. Worthwhile results are 
achieved only by worth-while effort, not by a spasmodic 
burst of energy which flickers up like a flame and almost im¬ 
mediately dies.

| Thomas Johnson 
Buried at Drnmheller 

Former Colenunite Accorded 
Funeral Honors b y Various 
Organizations 

Funeral services for the late 
Thomas Johnson, 38, who was 
almost instantly killed at the 
Cambrian mine on the morning 
of Feb. 8, when he unknowingly 
walked into a powder blast, were 
held at St. Magloire’s church on 
Sunday afternoon. Both the 
church and the adjoining parish 
hall were taxed to capacity by 
personal friends, acquaintances 
and lodge members of the late 
Mr. Johnson. 

The service opened with the 
singing of “Breathe on Me — 
Breath of God,” and concluded 
with “Jesus Lover of My Soul” to 
the tune of Aberystwyth, and 
the “Nunc Dimittis.” Mr. Al¬ 
fred Holliday sang “O Love that 
Wilt Not Let Me Go” as a solo, 
and Miss Pearl Edwards pre¬ 
sided at the organ. 

Rev. W. P. Griffiths, rector of 
the church, who conducted the 
service, delivered a short ad¬ 
dress in which he referred to the 
late Mr. Johnson as a cheery 
soul, and one who had realized 
the nearness of his Maker dur¬ 
ing his life, which had been 
brought to an untimely end by 
the tragic circumstances of which 
all were familiar. 

At the graveside in the Legion 
plot of the Drumheller cemetery, 
where the remains were laid to 
rest, the rector pronounced the 
last rites of the church, which 
were followed by the burial ser¬ 
vices of the Canadian Legion 
and the Royal Antedeluvian Or¬ 
der of Buffaloes. Following a 
minute’s silence in respect of 
the late Mr. Johnson in the Le¬ 
gion service, Mr. V. Ball sound¬ 
ed the Last Post. 

The six pallbearers were 
chosen two each from the Legion, 
the R.A.O.B., and the Male Voice 
Choir, the latter of which Mr. 
Johnson had been conductor: 
Messrs E. Farmer, Thomas, D. 
Roberts, Rigden, Hall and H. 
Potter.

son are his wife and 12-year-old 
son, Howard; his mother, Mrs. 
T. Johnson, Arrow Lakes, B. C.; 
one brother Fred, of East Coulee,

None of these is a cancer, 
but in all cases the condition should 
be carefully examined in order to dis¬ 
cover whether or not there is any in¬ 
duration or hardening of the margin 
of such lesions. Any sign of this 
nature calls for a microscopical ex¬ 
amination of the hardened tissue. 

Alternating diarrhoea and consti¬ 
pation, the appearance of blood and 
mucus in the bowel movements, and 
bowel obstruction more or less com¬ 
plete, are among the few signs of 
rectal cancer. 

One should always be suspicious in 
attacks of piles or what the laity 
call piles. Bleeding from the lower 
bowel, Indeed from any orifice of the 
body demands immediate investiga¬ 
tion. It will not suffice to assume 
that rectal bleeding is due to haem¬ 
orrhoids. The actual cause must, in 
the patient’s Interest be determined 
without delay. The public is coun¬ 
seled to be on the lookout for ap¬ 
pearance of the signs mentioned. At 
the earliest appearance of any of 
those signs the person should consult 
his doctor and insist on a thorough 
examination. A cursory look will not 
do. Too much depends upon an ex- 
; amination of the kind for it to be 
perfunctory. The patient involved 
either has cancer or he has not. In 
’ the former case time is the' essence

Chief speaker was John G. Bridges 
of London, empire development sec¬ 
retary of the league, who told the 
Ottawa audience a fresh start was 
being made to organize in Canada 
after it had been found futile to at¬ 
tempt running the Canadian branch 
from a London office. 

He explained the league is a non- 
party society of British subjects in 
all parts of the world, having as its 
chief motive promotion of unity 
among British subjects.

Mile* In Nineteen Years 

At the end of 1019, the first year 
of organized commercial flying, there 
were about 3,000 miles of airlines 
over the earth. Four years later, 
the total had Increased more than 
fivefold. By 1925, the figure had 
risen to 34,000. In 1930, there were 
150,000 miles. To-day, according to 
British Air Ministry figures, the 
world’s airlines total more than 
300.000. an Increase in less than a 
score of years, of more than 100 
times.

It 
provides a means of comparing the 
patient’s condition with previous 
motion picture records, thus demon¬ 
strating the effects of treatment, or 
natural evolution of disease.”

FIND ANCIENT CLOTH IN SWISS 
ALPS CAVE 
Explorers in the mountain caves 
of the Swiss Lake Dwellers, who liv¬ 
ed ten thousand years ago, have dis¬ 
covered pieces of cloth that are older 
than written history. Although ob- 
taing such an early start, cloth- 
making remained for thousands of 
years one of the least progressive of 
industries. Up to 150 years ago, the 
only known methods of spinning 
were by the handwheel, or by the still 
more primitive distaff and spindle. 
BUt ever since 1767, when the Lan¬ 
cashire weaver, Hargreaves, invented 
the Spinning Jenny, tremendous tech¬ 
nical improvements have been taking 
place. Today, textile manufacturing 
stands as one of the most progressive 
and up-to-date of industries. 

Two years after Hargreaves 
brought out 'his Spinning Jenny, 
Derbyshire barber’s apprentice by 
the name of Arkwright patented 
roller spinner and set up a water mill 
to make cotton goods. Six years 
later, Chompton, of Bolton, combined 
these inventifins in a machine that 1 
was called The Mule, Most of the 
succeeding innovations have been 
broadly based on the principle of the 
Spinning Jenny and the Roller Spin-

The Cana- 
industry got under way at 
little later date, but compared to any 
other manufacturing industry in this 
country, out cotton textile business 
is relatively very old. 

At the present time there are 106 
production establishments operating 
in seven provinces. Although 
main concentration is in Quebec and 
Ontario, manufacture is also carried 
on in New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, 
Manitoba, Alberta and British Co¬ 
lumbia. Over 21,000 people are di¬ 
rectly employed, of which 36 per cent 
are women. Many more thousands 
find work in supplying materials, of 
Canadian origin, such as rayon yarns, 
starches, rubber thread, dyestuffs, 
bleaches, chemicals, oils, spools, 
tubes and packing materials. Sup¬ 
plying the industry with machinery, 
building and heating materials, and 
transportation services provides oc¬ 
cupation for a further large class of 
wage earners. These direct and in¬ 
direct employees of the cotton textile 
industry form a large body of con¬ 
sumers of Canadian farm and other 
products, both from the East and 
West.

STRAIGHT FROM THE 
SHOULDER 

In' Springhill, Nova Scotia, where 
many Colemanites came from, muni¬ 
cipal politics are interesting. Re¬ 
cently the new mayor, Mr. Davidson, 
assumed office, and from the Spring- 
hill Record, the following interesting 
excerpts are taken: 

On assuming his new office, Mayor 
Davidson thanked the electors for 
putting him in the chair. He said he 
hadn’t a good enough suit for the job, 
but would get a new one next week. 

And then the new mayor launched 
into an attack on the local paper. “I 
have been branded with many things 
by The Record,” he said, “and have 
never had a chance to defend myself.” 

He accused the paper of stating he 
had organized a “Black Legion” and 
selected his committees in an under¬ 
handed manner. 

C. J. Allbon, Jr., speaking on he- 
half of The Record, demanded that 
the mayor produce a copy of The Re¬ 
cord containing the statements he re¬ 
ferred to in his address. When he 
failed to do so, the mayor was ac¬ 
cused of deliberate lying and was in¬ 
vited to produce the document or shut 
To the amazement of the spec¬ 
tators he denied having made the 
statement although the sound of the 
words had barely passed away. Mr. 
Allbon pointed out that the columns 
of the local paper were open and had 
been open at all times for the free 
expression of opinions and he chal¬ 
lenged the mayor or anyone else to 
prove different. 

Councillor Noiles wanted to know 
if the meeting had been turned into a 
debating Society, and urged that town 
business be continued. 

Here is part of the comment Editor 
Allbon published: 

Mayor A. W. Davidson, who rose 
from immigrant boy to mayor,” to 
use his own words, in spite of the 
fact that he is the chief magistrate 
and first citizen of the town, and the 
“Big Shot” we can boast of, got 
away to a mighty poor start at the 
opening session of the 1938 council, 
which does not augur well for the 
progress of the town during his com¬ 
ing two-year term of office. 

No sooner had he taken over his 
duties as mayor and thanked the citi¬ 
zens for the support accorded him, 
than he flew directly into an attack, 
on The Springhill Record, accusing 
The Record of publishing last week, 
remarks about the selection of com¬ 
mittees at “a Black Legion session” 
which was supposed to have been held 
last Thursday morning.
